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Urge new harbor 
along canal here

More than 30 industrial, shipping and 
planning leaders from the greater St. 
Louis area were presented an outline 
Monday night of a two-year harbor 
expansion study by the U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers 

The detailed study concluded that the 
‘Tri-City Regional Port is the prime site 
along 70 miles of the Mississippi River 
for public dock expansion and for ad- 
jacent private industrial development. 

Chuck Franco of the Corps’ St. Louis 
District utilized a slide presentation to 
illustrate the complex procedures used 
in the study to determine where harbor 
expansion should be planned for future 
development and use 

‘A $24 million expansion of the Chain 
of Rocks Canal harbor, doubling the 
present local wharf area, and a $3 


million “‘L” dike to be constructed 


along the north portion of the St. Louis 
riverfront just south of the McKinley 
Bridge are the recommendations of the 
study. 

More than 30 sites throughout the 
region were evaluated during the two- 
year process. 

Port officials are hoping for areawide 
efforts to help arrange financial 
backing. 

Among those at the dinner meeting at 
the Granite City Army Installation 
were Walter ‘‘Buck’’ Simmons, 
chairman of the Port board, and board 
members John Bellcoff, Howard Silas, 
Kent Holsinger, Homer Huber and 
Harold Fischer. 

Carl Ranft, port district’ manager, 
welcomed the group, which included 
the local port staff, representatives of

At 8:30 a.m. Wednesday, Metro-East 
Sanitary District President Walter 
“Shang” Greathouse called together 
three women billing clerks and told 
them to pack up and get ready to move 
out of the district's Granite City office, 
1801 Madison’ Ave. 

The three women. were members of 
Teamsters and Chauffeurs Local 525, 
which until yesterday was the subject 
of the district’s legal efforts to void 
arbitration procedures for its workers. 

‘When the women reached their new 
office several miles away, across the 
Madison County border in St. Clair 
County, they became ineligible for 
Local 525 membership. The same day, 
the district decided to drop the ar- 
bitration suit against Local 525, ac- 
cording to Greathouse. 

By 1 p.m. Wednesday at the Granite 
City MESD office, maintenance 
workers were measuring the empty 
wall space before moving in 
engineering files and plats to fill the 
near-vacant quarters. 

‘Tucked away in the corner, discon- 
nected telephone cords wrapped around 
three phone units were the only 
reminder the room had served as the 
center for much of the district’s sewage 
treatment plant billing and collecting 
operations. 

The department had been moved 
“Jock, stock and barrel immediately,” 
as mandated by a board of com- 
missioners meeting Tuesday morning, 
following a Press-Record article

Bf easy for Americans, 
‘the well-fed — in fact, often 
‘pver-fed — to. forget that 
obtaining enough to eat is 
(Btill.the first pre-occupation 
pf much of human-kind. 

This fact is changing, but 
‘not fast enough, 


Especially in the poorer 
countries, where hundreds of 
millions face the constant 
threat of hunger, the out- 
come of the race between 
population and food remains 
uncertain. 

Any permanent victory for 
food will require both an 
increase in agricultural 
productivity and a reduction 
in birth rates 

Everyone has heard 
doomsday projections of the 
fearful escalation of world 
population. 

However, the proper 
description of future world 
population growth is not the 
usually presented rising 
curve headed for infinity, but 
one that is approaching a

ceiling of a more or. less 
stationary world population 
as growth slows down. 

This decline in growth rate 
will be imposed by a rising 
death rate if not by a lowered 
birth rate. Fortunately, the 
latter has begun to occur. 

DECLINING BIRTH 
RATES. 

World birth rates declined 
in the 1970s in both developed 
and less developed areas, 
including the giants in each 
— China, India, the United 
States and the Soviet Union. 

Furthermore, rates of 
population growth, as 
distinct from birth rates, are 
also falling in many less 
developed countries (LDCs), 
despite major reductions in 
death rates 

Birth rates are falling in 
part because birth control 
information is spreading 
rapidly. So, too, is the 
motivation for birth control. 

As social and economic 
advancements such as 
education and ‘improved 
health makes possible a 
better life, the people in 
poorer countries are 
choosing to devote their 
resources to the quality 
rather than quantity of 
children. 

The most widespread 
reductions in birth rate are 
occurring in Latin America; 
the most important in Asia 
(because it includes well 


over half the world’s 
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people); and the least 
reductions in Africa. 

These declines in birth 
rate hardly mean that the 
world is approaching Zero 
Population Growth (ZPG). 

Only a few countries, such 
as‘the two Germanys, have 
reached ZPG. 

In a few LDCs, the two- 
child family is becoming the 
norm. And China, with the 
world’s largest population, 
has set a goal of one child per 
family 

But in most LDCs, such low 
birth rates are still far off. 

Furthermore, although 
birth rates are declining, 
absolute numbers are still 
growing by over 70 million 
persons a year. 

Even with slowing growth, 
the world will probably have 
to make room at the dinner 
table for 1.5 billion to 2 billion 
more people by the -year 
2000, for a total of at least 6 
billion, with many more to 
come in the 21st Century. 

‘The solution of the world’s 
population problems can 
now be seen at the end of the 
tunnel, but it is a very long 
tunnel — one from which the 
world may not _ finally 
emerge for 50 years or more, 
and then only if progress 
continues. 

That’s the demographic 
scenario. What about food? 

FOOD: PRODUCTION 
AND DISTRIBUTION. 

Our view is much too af- 
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fected by the events of the 
day. In times of good crops, 
the “experts” talk of the 
Green Revolution and other 
wonders. When there is a 
series of poor harvests, as in 
the early 1970s, we hear 
prophecies of endless doom. 

In fact, world wheat 
production by 1978 was 20 
percent higher than in 1973- 
74. Rice production was 10 
percent higher. Crops since 
then have permitted modest 
gains in food availability 

Food production is rising 
at about the same pace in 
both the richer and the 
poorer countries. 

In the richer countries, 
this means more food per 
capita (including surpluses) 

But in the poorer coun- 
tries, much of the increased 
production is eaten up by 
rapid population growth. 

And there are still many 
countries — including a 
majority in Africa, a few in 
Latin America, and some 
war-torn countries in Asia — 
where per capital food 
production actually declined 
during the 1970s. 

Food is thus really a series 
of national problems in 
which disadvantaged people 
in disadvantaged countries 
are hungry in a world that 
often has what is called a 
“market surplus.” 

Is there, then, enough food 
to go around? Theroretically 
there is. In a literal sense, 
enough food is produced to 
feed every person at least 
2,600 calories a day — if no 
one ate more and if no land 
were used to grow feed for 
animals. 

This is enough for a 70 
kilogram (155 pound) adult 
man doing active labor, and 
more than enough for a 60 
kilogram (143 pound) Indian 
or Chinese man, or for 
women and children. 

According to the 1980 
Presidential Commission on 
World Hunger, people are 
not hungry just because of

scarcity, but because of 
inequality — inequality of 
the poor and the rich nations, 
of the poor and the rich 
within each nation, and of 
men, women and childrn 
within the family. 

In this humanitarian view, 
hunger can be overcome 
only by building a more 
sharing economic system in 
the world and in each 
country. 

Furthermore, the landless 
— and others without money 
to buy food — will be hungry 
regardless of agricultural 
production, so abolition of 
hunger is part of the larger 
problem of providing jobs 
and reducing poverty. 

INCREASING PRODU- 
CTIVITY. e 

This is true up to a point. 
But, realistically there is no 
solution without having 
agriculture in the LDCs 
employ more labor and 
become more productive — 
to provide both more food 
and more jobs. 

The great problem in the 
less developed nations is to 
adapt technology to the 
needs of the peasants and 
then get them to use it. 

For example, in India, 
with traditional agriculture, 
the wheat yield per acre was 
only half that in the United 
States with its modern 
technology. This is changing. 

In the last 15 years, India’s 
wheat production has almost 
tripled, and India is no 
longer a net importer of food 
grain. 

In fact, among a majority 
of the poorer peoples of the 
world, the plow is gaining on 
the stork. But, alas, all to 
slowly. 

It does look as through the 
world population on the 
average is better fed than 
before. Not adequately, but 
marginally bétter. 

Except where war or 
special catastrophes hit, it 
seems that food production 
can keep up with population 
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State crackdown 
on tax cheaters | 


Governor James R. 
Thompson signed legislation 
during the weekend intended 
to aid the state in further 
enforcing its tax laws. 

“This bill is one more step 
the state is taking to increase 
tax compliance,” he said. 
“We are determined to cut 
down on tax cheating. 

Let this be a message to 
tax cheaters that this form of 
thievery from the public’s 
pockets will not be 
tolerated.” 

House Bill 2502 increases 
criminal penalties for tax 
evasion and fraud and ex- 
tends the statute of 
limitations for prosecuting 
persons who violate the 
income tax, sales tax, motor 
fuel tax and circuit breaker 
laws, 

The violation for tax of- 
fenses is increased from a 
maximum of six months in 
jail and a $500 fine under a 
Class B misdemeanor to a 
Class A misdemeanor, In 


growth in most places. 

But this isn’t good 
enough, Now, the world has 
the potentiality to feed all of 
humanity adequately. 

What has changed is not 
hunger and famine — these 
have always been a constant 
danger to humankind. 

What is different is that for 
the first time we can afford a 
collective conscience about 
hunger; the world now has 
the technology, properly 
used, to solve the problem, 

We Americans are ac- 
tivists — we want action 
now, the ‘‘quick fix.”” 

But the population-food 
delemma is not a short-run 
problem. It will take many 
years: of sustained effor to 
resolve it. 

The role of ‘the United 
States is on occasion to meet 
crises, but in no way should. 
we expect to feed the world 
permanently — or substitute 
for increased local 
production to meet local 
problems of hunger. 

The latter must come on 
its own as population growth 
slows, as the farmers adopt 
better technologies, and as 
economic development 
creates jobs.

Another provision of the 
law gives Department of 
Revenue investigators the 
authority to arrest persons 
who violate state tax laws, 

The bill also gives fraud 
agents more authority to 
combat cigarette 
bootlegging. Fraud agerits 
from. the department 
brought in more’ than $6 
million in uncollected ‘taxes 
— or $200,000 per agent — 
through enforcement ac- 
tivities during fiscal year 
1982. 

‘The legislation was in part 
of the state’s tax en- 
forcement improvement 
plan announced last year by 
the governor, 

In addition to tightening 
the tax laws, the state is 
hiring 320 additional auditors 
and collectors, This in- 
creased staff is expected’ to 
bring in an additional $35 
million to the state during 
the current fiscal year, 
Thompson said.

The area is not idly 
standing by watching these 
changes. A 400-acre in- 
dustrial park has recently 
opened on the northern edge 
of the community. 

The town's river port 
continue to expand. Major 
regional efforts to maintain 
existing firms are under 
way. 

Granite City Steel has also 
been addressing its cor- 
porate needs. Since 1975, 
more than $300 million has 
been spent on improving and 
modernizing the Granite 
City plant. 

Major projects include 
relining one coke battery and 
rebuilding another at a cost 
of $77 million, constructing 
continuous caster for $43 
million, and relining both 
blast furnaces at a cost of $42 
million. 

Plans exist for a third coke 
battery costing an estimated 
$70 million. 

While the plant is a 
modern one, its profitability 
has dramatically 
deteriorated. 

Between 1975 and 1982, 
energy costs rose 240 per- 
cent, labor costs went up 108 
percent and material costs 
doubled. Steel prices in- 
creased about 40 percent 
during that period. 

In the first half of 1982, 
National steel losses totaled 
$90 million, compared with 
income of $34 million in the 
first half of 1981. 

The firm is operating at 45 
percent of capacity, well 
below the break-even point. 
‘The loss of the Granite City 
Steel plant would be a severe 
blow to our local em- 
ployment picture 

How can the 
government help? 

I know there have been 
discussions between the 


federal

United Steel Workers and the 
steel industry in regard to 
support to the firms from the 
workers through wage and 
benefit “‘givebacks.”’ 

Unfortunately, 
agreement hasbeen 
reached. But when 
agreement is obtained, we 
will still be left with the need 
for federal government 
attention to the needs of this 
industry. 

In particular, investment 
stimulus through changes in 
taxation and reinvestment 
policies, changes in the 
import duty policy related to 
imported steel mill products, 
changes in the ways in which 
environmental control 
devices are financed, and 
regaining of leadership in 
the development of steel 
technology seem worthy of 
further exploration and 
decision. 

I do not have the answer to 
the challenge of the 
profitability of the American 
steel industry. 

But I am certain that the 
federal government, through 
Congress and its com- 
mittess, can and must help 
— and help now. 

I want to quote from a 
letter to Congressman 
Joseph Gaydos from. State 
Senator Sam Vadalabene: 

“The historic and con- 
tinued importance of the 
steel industry’s contribution 
to the growth and prosperity 
of my district and the state is 
dramatic 

“A healthy steel industry 
1s essential if we are to have 
economic prosperiy. The 
direct and indirct em- 
ployment and revenues 
generated by the industry 
are a cornerstone of our 
area's economy 

“The recent attraction of 
Michigan Metals, Ferraloy 
and Precoat Metals clearly 
demonstrates the positive 
spin-off effect of a healthy 
steel industry.

“The reverse situation is 
equally dramatic; there is a 
negative ripple in the entire 
economy when the steel 
industry is hurting.” 

I agree with the senator. 
And, gentlemen, we are 
hurting in Southwestern 
Hlinois. 

Southwestern Illinois is 
composed of 14 counties, is 
centered in the St. Louis 
metropolitan area, has a 
population in excess of 
600,000, and is the second 
largest manufacturing 
center in the state of Illinois. 

The federal government, 
through its elected 
representatives and ap- 
pointed officials, needs to 
evaluate seriously and soon 
the support it can give to the 
steel industry in the United 
States. 

It must come to grips with 
the possibility that our 
country may shortly be 
dependent on foreign’ sup- 
pliers for this material so 


vital to a modern industrial 
society. 

It needs to deal with the 
likelihood that the 
deterioration of the industry 
will have a severe impact on 
local and regional economies 
in the areas where these 
plants are found, in addition 
to its profound national 
impact. 

And it must realize that 
people at the local and 
regional levels can do only so 
much in their attempt to 
support and strengthen their 
local and state economies. 

The federal government, 
even in times of the ‘“‘New 
Federalism,” does have an 
appropriate and important 
role. 


In particular, taxation and 
reinvestment policies, en- 
vironmental regulations, 
and import duties are three 
clear «federal respon:

SPRINGFIELD — Illi- 
nois judges may be getting 
the power to deny bail for 
the habitual criminal fac- 
ing a life sentence, if Ili- 
nois voters approve a pro- 
posed consitutional amend- 
ment in the Nov. 2 general 
election. 

The. proposed constitu- 
tional amendment 
received approval of the 
General Assembly during 
the spring session. It was 
the only proposed constitu- 
tional amendment to win 
legislative approval in the 
last spring . 

If the voters give their 


approval to the proposed 
amendment there is a 


chance that it will not be- 
come effective as quickly 


as supporters might like. 


Opponents expect to take 
the proposal to court. They 
maintain the bail bond pro- 
posal goes entirely too far. 
‘The opponents maintain 
that not only does the pro- 
posed amendment place 
restrictions on the bail 
bond procedures but that 
the mandatory life sen- 
tence already covers a 
great deal of ground. There 
are indications that the op- 
ponents might take the en- 
tire matter to court if the 
amendment wins approval. 

‘But proponents view the 
entire amendment as a 
law-and-order issue. They 
maintain it will provide a 
way to keep the habitutal 
criminals from jumping 
bail or help in stopping the 
habitual criminal from 
committing more crimes

while still awaiting trial. 

The proponents feel such 
a proposal will give more 
teeth to Illinois’ so-called 
“three-time loser” law. 
Under that law there is 
mandatory life sentences 
for those facing a third 
conviction. 

At the present time, Illi- 
nois’ bail procedures hold 
that a judge can deny bond 
only for a person charged 
with a crime that carries 
the death sentence. 

Basically it would be up 
to the judge to make the 
final decision on bail under 
the proposed amendment. 
The judge will have to 
weigh all the factors that 


are involved in the crime ; 


when deciding about the 
bail. Up to now the three- 
time loser law has not had 
a great deal of use, but as 
the law stays on the books 
its use will increase in the 
criminal judicial system. 


Mudslinging mars governor race 


SPRINGFIELD—_— 
Mudslinging not states- 
manship. 

That so far, unfortunate- 
ly,,has been the dominant 
feature of the Illinois race 
for governor. Those who 
anticipated a high-level 
discussion of the issues be- 
tween two men, both of 
whom have been consid- 
ered potential candidates 
for president, have been 
disappointed. Jim Thomp- 
son and Adlai Stevenson 
have so far concentrated 
primarily on insulting each 
other. 


The vituperation of this 
campaign has surpassed 
even that of the bitter 
Democratic primary of 
1976 when Chicago ‘Mayor 
Richard Daley used popu- 
lar Secretary of State Mi- 
chael Howlett to dump 
Gov. Dan Walker. Intra- 
party fights, however, are 
expected to be brutal. But 
the Thompson-Stevenson 
campaign was expected to 
be waged on a high-tone — 
if hard-fought — level. 

There hasn’t been a gov- 
ernor’s race like it in mod- 
ern times. There have been 
some close ones, but noth- 
ing to match the venom 
being spewed in this one. 

Ironically, the last gov- 
ernor’s race to appraoch 
this one in rough and ready 
tactics involved Steven- 
son’s father. There was 
plenty of mudslinging on 
both sides. Back in 1948 the 
man soon to be governor 
and to run twice for presi- 
dent was virtually un- 
known in his home state. 
The elder Stevenson waged 
an aggressive campaign to 
attract attention. At one 
point he promis ed to “take 
the pants off little Dwight 
Green,” his Republican op- 
ponent. 

A Chicago newspaper 
editorially chastised Ste- 
venson for what it regard- 
ed as poor taste in lan- 
guage. However, the Re- 
publicans were belittling 
Stevenson as a sissy-type, 
cookie-cutter State Depart- 
ment type, who didn’t know 
the first thing about how to 
govern Illinois. Stevenson's 
tough language may have 
helped to counter that tac- 
tic. 

Not surprisingly, per- 
haps some of the develop- 
ments of that long ago 
campaign are echoing in 
the campaign of the 
younger Stevenson. Last 
summer, in accepting the 
endorsement of the Demo- 
cratic State Central Com- 
mittee at Springfield, Adlai 
declared that “I intend to 
clean up after Thompson 


like my father cleaned up 
after Green.” 

After eight years in off- 
ice the Green administra- 
tion was being pictured in 
the press as scandal-rid- 
den, one of the worst at the 
time deemed as having 
many downstate newspa- 
per editors on the state 
payroll and doing very lit- 
tle work. Green was also 
criticized as being lax on 
gambling, which was par- 
ticularly flourishing in Ili- 
nois in the twilight years of 
the notorious Shelton gang. 

However, the Stevenson 
insinuation that Thomp- 
son’s is a modern-time 
Green administration has 
not gone over very well. 
The facts just do not bear 
him out. The ‘Thompson ad- 
ministration has been free 
of major scandals. It has 
been the relatively little 
things, such as accepting 
gifts, that has caused 
Thompson the most trou- 
ble. 

Perhaps the Stevenson 
barbs most effective on the 
campaign trail are his ref- 
erences to the state police. 
He contends that Thomp- 
son makes too much use of 
state troopers as body- 
guards and personal er- 
rand .boys. Probably the 
most noted single achieve- 
ment as governor credited 
to Gov. Stevenson at the 
time of his death in July of 
1965 was that he had taken 
the state police out of poli- 
tics and established a 
merit system. 

“Another Gov. Stevenson 
will again take the state 
police out of partisan poli- 


tics,” the younger Adlai - 


promised a Democratic 
Day rally at the state fair. 

But it could be risky for 
Adlai to wrap himself too 
obviously in the patrician 
robes of high Stevensonian 
morality. Republicans may 
point out that despite the 
best of intentions, Dlinois 
endured one of its most 
embarrassing scandals 
under a Stevenson as gov- 
ernor. This was the post- 
war horsemeat scandal 
which spawned uncounted 
jokes. Ironically, the whis- 
tle on the affair was blown 
by Howlett, a federal ad- 
ministrator at the time, 
who has long been known 
in Mlinois polities as a man 


with less than a high opin- 
ion of ‘the governmental 
abilities of either Steven- 
son. 

What is making the 
Thom, itevenson fight 
so bitter is that both appar- 
ently intensely dislike each 
other. Accusations and in- 
sults made publicly are 
said to be mild compared 


to those voiced in private. 

Labor Day traditionally’ 
marks the beginning of 
down-the-stretch political 
campaigning. The final two 
months could conceivably 
see the campaign take on 
the degree of statesman- 
ship expected of it in the 
beginning. But nobody is 
holding his breath. 


New surveillance 
for death row

SPRINGFIELD — An 
electronic surveillance sys- 
tem is being installed 
along death row at the 
Menard Correctional Cen- 
ter. 

The new system costs 
$42,000, according to Cor- 
rections Department 
spokesman Nic Howell. 

Howell said the electron- 
ic system will give an addi- 
tional security feature for 


those individuals on death’ 


row. Currently all of the in- 
mates sentenced to die are 
being housed at Menard in 
Southern Illinois. 

There are over 30 in- 
mates on death row. 

Meanwhile, Howell said 
work has been progressing 
on conversion of a section 


at the Pontiac Correctional , 


Center for a second death 
row. 

The majority of the work 
is complete, Howell told 
Copley News Service, and 
the final phase will be done 
sometime next year. At the 
present time, the Correc- 
tions Department plans to 
use both death rows. 

Pontiac already has an 
electronic surveillance sys- 
tem, as does Stateville Cor- 
rectional Center near Jol- 
iet. It is being used at vari- 
ous cellhouses in both 
facilities and the cameras 
scan the gallery and recre- 
ational rooms as well as 
the visiting rooms, 

Meanwhile the Illinois 
Supreme Court has granted 
a stay in the execution date 
of Dickie Gaines, 25, of Chi- 
cago. It had been set for 
Sept. 22, but the court has 
granted the stay so that 
Gaines’ attorney could file 


a legal motion, in, Cook 
County Circuit Court chal- 
lenging the sentence. 
Gaines had been convicted 
of a double murder rine 
an armed robbery in sout! 
Chicago, { 

A new execution date 
has not been set. Earlier 
this year the U.S, Supreme 
Court refused to consider 
Gaines’ appeal. With that 
ruling it appeared that the 
execution would be carried 
out, until the latest action 
by the state court. 


‘The last execution in the 
state was on Aug. 24, 1962, 
when James Dukes was 
electrocuted at the Cook 
County jail for’ slaying a 
Chicago police officer. 
Capital punishment was 
also carried out in the past 
at the Menard and.

foot channel necessary for barge 
navigation has been blocked or filled 
with large desposits of silt. 

The initial expansion of the Tri-City 
Port would include an area 210 feet by 
3,450 feet just north of the present port 
facilities. 

Preliminary plans calls for ex- 
cavating the existing east levee of the 
canal, digging the new harbor area and 
constructing a new levee for flood 
protection. 

The second phase of the port ex- 
pansion would be initiated 10 years 
later if economically feasible at that 
time. It would extend to the north 
another 3,450 feet. 

Approximately 1,500 acres of ad- 
jacent land at the new harbor site are 
available for commercial and in- 
dustrial development. 

Representatives of the Regional 
Commerce and Growth Association and 
Bi-State Development Agency were on 
hand for the Corps’ briefing, in addition 
to two Illinois Power representatives 
Car] Mathias, southern Madison County 
service area manager, and Greg 
Nieman. 

Ranft stressed the factors making the 
port district a prime site for expansion, 
noting the presence of rail and highway 
access and all needed utilities. 


Franco capsulized the evaluation 
process which led to the recom- 
mendations. He said the basis was ‘‘the 
development site yielding the greatest 
benefit with the fewest disadvantages,” 

The study placed primary emphasis 
on the availability of land for port- 
related industrial development when 
dealing with potential harbor im- 
provements. 

Other factors taken into account by 
the study were the economic and en- 
vironmental feasibility of the proposed 
developments. 

Environmental considerations in- 
cluded wildlife management practices, 
A recreation factor also was included, 
with park areas to be considered in.

We're probably losing $3,000 in 
speeding fines,”’ he said. 

“T think we need to put a little tighter 
belt on this. I know when the police are 
on my street, this slows the traffic down 
considerably,” Valentine said. 

Third Ward Alderman George Lewis 
discussed another problem which 
recently surfaced, involving vandals 
throwing rocks at vehicles on some 
streets, especially along the underpass 
detour route (Bissell and Klein).

New housing agreement may 
affect many tenants in county 


By PAIGE ST. JOHN 

The war between the 
Madison County Housing 
Authority and the federal 
department of Housing and 
Urban Development over a 
desegregation. plan appears 
to'be over, 

Housing Authority com- 
missioners are-receptive to 
the new’ fair housing plan 
brought back from 
Washington, D.C., last week. 
HUD has indicated it will 
approve the plan within 24 
hours of the commissioners’ 
signing. 

For added measure, the 
HUD office in Washington. 
has promised to contact the 
Chicago HUD office with a 
directive to reinstate the 
Authority’s eligibility for 
purhaps $4.1 million in 
modrnization funds. 

However, | Authority 
executive director Janet 
Haroian said she does not 
think there are any 
modernization funds left — 
the deadline for such funding 
passed last month — and 
said the Washington 
directive may be too late. 

If there are modernization 
funds left, however, the 
Authority would then be 
eligible to receive them, she 
said. The funds had been 
requested to do renovation 
work and upgrading at the 
authority’s housing projects 
in ‘the county. 

The HUD fair housing 
office and a:five person task 
force from the Authority met 


last week to come up with a- 


mutually acceptable 
desegregation plan. 

Among the | changes 
making the plan more 
palatable to commissioners 
are new figures for what 
constitutes racially balanced 
housing. 

HUD had earlier required 
county housing projects to 
have minority , populations 
between’ 51.8 and 81.8 per- 
cent. 

In. the new. plan, the 
compliance figure is eased, 
allowing» minority 
populations between 25 and 
75: percent. 
o“It makes it quite a bit 
easier for us to reach 
compliance at our sites,’ 
Mrs. Haroian said. 

Both HUD andthe Housing, 
Authority seemed pleased 
with the new agreement the 
two worked out together last 
week in Washington. 


After ratification here, the 
fair housing plan will go 
back to HUD in Washington 
for approval. 

Once HUD sends the 
agreement ~back, the 
Housing Authority will have 
30 days to prepare to im- 
plement it, Mrs. Haroian 
said. 

The plan is designed to 
desegregate the Authority's 
housing, where seven out of 
10 projects have mostly 
black tenant populations and 
two, in Edwardsville and 
Collinsville, have almost all- 
white populations. 

Authority commissioners 
hotly deny HUD allegations 
that the authority’s housing 
practices were 
discrimininatory and caused 
the segregation. 

HUD had been asking for a 
fair housing plan from the 
Authority for more than one 
year, 

Discretionary funding to 
the Authority was cut off last 
month by HUD when 
modernization funding was 
denied, and HUD funding to 
other county offices was 


threatened because no plan: 


had been signed. 

Authority commissioners, 
meanwhile, had difficulties 
with ambiguous and con- 
tradictory wording in the 
HUD plan. 

As written by HUD, the 
plan would have been im- 
possible to implement, they 
contended. 

Compromises were made 
by both sides at the meeting 
between HUD and the 
Authority in Washington, 
Mrs. Haroian said. The new 
planis ‘‘workable,”’ she said. 

Even with the looser 
compliance figures, it will 
not be easy for the Authority 
to integrate its housing 
projects, especially Section 8 
(subsidized) housing, she 
said. 

Subsidized housing in the 
county, where the Authority 
helps qualifying tenants pay 
their rent in privately-run 
apartments, currently has a 
minority population near 11 
percent. 

“It will be sometime 
before we can reach com- 
pliance,” she commented. 

To encourage new or 
transfer tenants to make 
integrative moves, the 
Housing Authority will give 
those willing to move into a 
project where they would be 


a minority first priority over 
other tenants applying at the 
same time. 

A black tenant willing to 
move into a predominantly 
white housing project would 
have priority for housing 
over a black tenant unwilling 
to make the integrative 
move, for example. 

The Authority’s first- 
come-first-served policy will 
still apply.

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Eastport area's potential cited

Eastport Plaza and nearby 
land to the west have the 
greatest potential for 
development in the area 
around planned Interstate 
255 in the Collinsville area. 

That is one of the con- 
clusions of a new study 
conducted by the South- 
western Illinois Metropolitan 
and Regional Planning 
Commission. 

Eastport Plaza is in the 
quadrant northeast of the 
planned 1-255 and 1-55-70 
interchange 

The location of the 
Eastport Plaza site, 
avilability of utilities, and 
the amount of available open 
land contributed to the high 
ranking, the study said. It is 
near Route 157 

Retail-highway _business- 
type commercial activities 
have the highest potential for 
development, it said. 

1-255 will be constructed 
along a north-south route 
west of Collinsville and east 
of Granite City. The section 
from 1-64 to 1-55-70 has a 
planned completion date of 
1986, 

The section from I-55-70 to 
1-270 has no firm completion 
date because of the un- 
certainty of highway con- 
struction funding; it could be 
the 1990s, SIMAPC planner 
Jim Monday said 

Parts of the Interstate 
from the Jefferson Barracks 
Bridge to 1-64 in St. Clair 
County are under con- 
struction, with the first 
section — between I-64 and 
Illinois 15 — scheduled for 
completion this fall. 

The SIMAPC study 
examined the development 
potential of land adjacent to 
the planned 1-255 in- 
terchanges at Collinsville 
Road, (U.S. Business 40) I- 
55-70, State Aid 35 and 
Illinois 162. 

A $25,000 Federal Highway 
Administration grant funded 
the study, said SIMAPC 


planner Paul Ouderkirk, who 
wrote it. 

The study is intended to be 
used as a tool by local 
governments in making 
development decisions. 

A separate study made 
earlier discused the iner- 
changes of 1-255 from I-64 to 
the south in St. Clair County. 

Recommended land uses 
for the area within 1%% miles 
of the Collinsville city limits 
that were made by the city 
planning commission are 
consistent with the findings 
of the SIMAPC analysis, 
Ouderkirk said. 

Part of the study area is 
already within the city of 
Collinsville. The city may 


want to consider annexation 
of additional portions of the 
Collinsville Road, I-55-70 and 
State Aid 35 interchange 
areas, although benefits 
should be assessed first, the 
study said. 

The corridor along 1-255 
from Collinsville Road to I- 
55-70 has greater overall 
potential than the State Aid 
35 and Illinois 162 in- 
terchange areas, the study 
found. 

Highway-oriented and 
other retail businesses and 
residential development are 
the most favorable potential 
uses, according to the study.

SPRINGFIELD —. Illi- 
nois is proving to. be a 
happy hunting ground for 
foreign firms wanting to do 
business in the United 
States. 

, Some foreign firms have 
acquired existing compa- 
nies in Illinois on an 
outright basis. But for the 
most part many are find- 
ing Illinois a lucrative 
state to begin entirely new 
operations. The move to 
start entirely new divisions 
in Illinois lead some busi- 
ness officials to feel that 
the foreign firms are look- 
ing for a good part of the 
U.S. marketplace. 

But Illinois hasn't exact- 
ly closed its doors to for- 
eign markets. The state 
presently operates. three 
foreign offices under the 
direction of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce and 
Community Affairs. The 
offices are in Brussels, Sao 
Paulo and Hong Kong.

This year three firms 
have been taken over by 
German-based firms, ac- 
cording to Hovany. 

They include the Spiegal 


mail-order company, based 
in Chicago; Temtak-Allied 
of Crystal Lake. and Metal 
Lubricant Co. of Harvey. 

The German firms are 
planning to keep the opera- 
tions much the way they 
have been as well as ex- 
panding the workforce, ac- 
cording to Hovany. 

He points to the Temtek- 
Allied firm as one “of the 
major examples in the 
area of foreign takeover, 
but heavy use of the pr 
ent labor force as well as 
managers. 

Temtek-Allied is not 
only expanding its indus- 
trail kiln-making labor 
force in Crystal Lake but 
making plans to provide 
for at least 50 new jobs. It 
is also transferring’ high- 
technical employees from 
its Troy, Mich., plant. 

In the past two years 
foreign takeovers have 
amounted to about three or 
four, according to Hovany,

But Hovany isn’t neces- 
sarily impressed with the 
foreign companies wanting 
to come to Illinois to ac- 
quire firms already in op- 
eration. He maintains the 
willingness of foreign 
firms to come to Illinois 
and start new plants or di- 
visions has been over- 
whelming. 

“This has been an on- 
going situation,” Hovany 
said in an interview, “and 
we are pleased at the level 
of activity.” 

During the 1982 fiscal 
year, Hovany said, a total 
of 17 foreign companies 
started new operations on 
their own in Illinois. In the 
previous fiscal year the 
total was 17. 

The foreign firms open- 
ing new plants in Illinois 
have scattered throughout 
the state but mostly they 
have located in the north- 
ern section, according to 
Hovany. 

Communities 
been helpful in locating 
firms within their borders. 
‘These have been joint proj- 
ects including business and 
civic groups, local. govern- 
ment as well as the educa- 
tional area. 

“Elgin has done a great 
deal of work in this area,” 
Hovany said. 

He said on a local level 
Elgin has been helpful in 
getting foreign firms inter- 
ested in that section of the 
Fox River Valley. 

To the south, he points to 
the community of Olney, 
which has done similar 
work. 

Because of thé diversity 
of the firms and their being 
scattered it is difficult to 
place a dollar amount on 
the foreign activities.

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Dixon, USDA butt 
heads on farm income

WASHINGTON — Sen. 
Alan Dixon, D-IIL, and the 
U.S. Department of Agri- 
culture butted heads again 
during a recent Senate 
hearing in Dixon’s continu- 
ing attempt to make the 
USDA a monthly bearer of 
what have been bad tidings 
for farmers. 

Dixon wants the USDA 
to resume periodic projec- 
tions of net farm income 
and contends the depart- 
ment stopped making those 
estimates public nearly a 
year ago because the news 
has been bad. 

Agriculture Secretary 
John Block, a fellow Ili- 
noisan, has insisted that the 
periodic projections have 
been unreliable and has 
substituted a plan for 
twice-a-year estimates on 
the previous year’s farm 
income. 

Neither Dixon nor the 
USDA gave ground in a 
confrontation between the 
senator and William 
Lesher, the USDA's assist- 
ant secretary for econom- 
ics, at a hearing on Dixon’s 
bill requiring monthly esti- 
mates. 

Dixon conducted the 
hearing as the only mem- 
ber of the Senate Agricul- 
ture Committee's agricul- 
tural research and general 
legislation subcommittee 
who was present for the 
hearing. He used the oppor- 
tunity to question Lesher 
at length and dispute the 
USDA position. He also 
elicited testimony in sup- 
port of his bill from private 
sector economists who said 
the information is needed 
to guide farmers and agri- 
business, including banks 
that make farm loans. 

Dixon’s bill would re- 
quire the USDA to make 
monthly estimates of net

farm income for the past 
year, the current year and, 
in the months of October 
through December, for the 
coming year. 

He said his bill would not 
require any new personnel 
or program but would only 
reinstate the previous 
schedule of farm income 
forecast projections. The 
department still collects 
the data but does not make 
the information ‘public 
until July and September. 

Dixon conceded to re- 
porters that it is “question- 
able” that Congress will 
consider his bill before it 
recesses in early October. 
He indicated the hearing 
was part of a continuing 
attempt to persuade the 
USDA to change its policy. 

By suspending publica- 
tion of the estimates in the 
USDA’s monthly “Agricul- 
tural Outlook” publication, 
the department is denying 
the “public’s right to 
know,” Dixon contended. 
And by refusing to give the 
estimates when requested 
by private economists and 
others, the department is 
violating the “Freedom of 
Information Act,” the sena- 
tor charged. 


Lesher repeatedly re- 
jected Dixon’s implication 
that the change in policy 
was politically motivated 
because the news for farm- 
ers has been bad.

'Wish list' for bridge; Venice 
Christmas decorations sought

A virtual “‘wish list’ of 
capital improvements for 
the McKinley Toll Bridge, 
with expenditures 
totaling $1,381,000, was 
presented as a resolution 
and adopted at Tuesday 
night's meeting of the 
Venice City Council. 

Next, a budget of 
$623,694 for operating and 
maintaining the bridge 
during the bond year of 
Oct. 1, 1982, through Sept. 
30, 1983, was adopted. 

Both resolutions were 
prepared with the 
cooperation of Hardesty 
and Hanover, a New York 
consulting engineering 
firm. 

The new operating and 
maintenance budget, up 
$5,035 over last year’s 
total of $618,659, includes: 
$207,472, operating ex- 
penses; $60,076, main- 
tenance expenses; 
$43,000, painting reserve; 
and $312,946, general and 
administrative expenses. 

A monthly breakdown 
of the budget shows’ the 
heaviest expenditures are 
anticipated in Deceniber 
1982, when expenses of 
$57,795 are listed, and in 
July 1983, with $57,395 in 
costs, 

In the $1,381,000 
replacement and im- 
provement budget for 
1982-83, a total of $885,700 
is listed for replacement 
of pipe, lattice-type 
railing and main spans.

Rail strike ends | 
¥ as Congress acts. 


Locomotive engineers 
returned to work today after 
going on strike Sunday 
across the nation. A new law 
signed Wednesday  af- 
ternoon, approved Tuesday 
by the Senate and yesterday 
by Congress, ordered the 
group back to work, in order 
to prevent creation of a 
national emergency. 

Passenger service appears 
to be returning to normal 
today and freight service is 
expected to be almost fully 
restored by this weekend. 

Some freight lines sought 
to keep their trains rolling 
during the four-day work 
stoppage by utilizing 
supervisory personnel, but 
deliveries were slowed and 
some industrial plants began 
shutting down. 

Negotiations for a new 
contract had resumed 
Monday but no agreement 
was reached. 

The engineers total 26,000 
and are employed by Conrail 
and a number of major 
railroads. The total of 
railroad workers idled by the 
strike was 400,000. 

Parties in the negotiations 
were the National Railway 
Labor Conference and the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers. The union says 
the industry was insisting on 
a no-strike clause, and 
railroads say the main issue 
was the pay level. 

Other railroad unions have 
agreed to new contracts; the 
locomotive engineers are the 
last group unsigned and 
contend their pay should be 
higher than that of rail 
workers who do not have the

Ronald Reagan said it was 
imperative in order to 
protect the jobs of “‘a million 
Americans.”’

The president said he 
would prefer for the 
government to stay out of the 
dispute, but the mandated 
settlement was needed to 
keep factories and farms in 
production.

Richard Knipple, owner of

only the higher fee. With 29 
machines in operation, 
Knipple already pays $725 in 
license fees. 

“The only people that are 
going to get hurt are the 
small operators...the Mom 
and Pop corner markets,”’ he 
said, 

Knipple watched the video 
game license go from $10 to 
$25 in a year, and now ob- 
jects to another increase that 
would double the present 
cost. 

The video operator blames 
the latest possibility of an 
increase on the high income 
figures video game 
manufactures boast about. 
He said those figures are 
probably based on large 
metropolitan areas, not 
“little Illinois and Indiana 
towns.’” 

Knipple, who would have 
to pay an extra $725 in fees if 
the license per machine were 
raised to $50, thinks that is 
an unfair portion of the tax 
burden for a video operator 
to bear. 

He compared his income 
from Galaxy Arcade to the 
salary of a steelworker, 
although he has invested 
about $100,000 in purchasing 
the machines.

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Tax for county 
nursing home on 
November ballot 


Alton Telegraph — 
Officials at the Madison 
County Nursing Home say 
thet — during talk of facts 
and figures and budget cuts 
— the public often forgets 
there are human beings 
involved in their operation. 

Officials like County Board 
Member S. Harold ‘‘Cotton”’ 
Roberts make no bones 
about being proud of the 
operation. 

They feel it is one of the 
finest such institutions in the 
state and are pushing for 
passage of a 2.5 percent tax 
referendum in November, 

“These are the people who 
made Madison County,” said 
Bill Rainwater, director of 
the home. 

The home provides close 
care for the elderly who are 
less able to take care of 
themselves. There are some 
who must be fed three times 
a day but others who, though 
in a wheelchair or otherwise 
handicapped, are better able 
to care for themselves. 

Regardless of their age 
and physical problems and 
the age and physical 
problems of the building 
where they live, the 
residents feel the nursing 
facility is their home. 

“When soneone dies, we 
feel we have lost'a part of 
us,’’ said Rainwater, a 
veteran of 11 years in nur- 
sing home administration. 


He said he feels a personal 
attachment to most of the 
resident. ‘‘We attend a lot of 
funerals,”’ he added. 

Watching people in dire 
physical straits can wear on 
individuals, and the average 
turnover time for employees 
of nursing homes is one year. 
Rainwater said. He has been 
there nearly six years. 

The turnover record at the 
Madison County home is 
much better, he said. 

Diane Wedel has been with 

the nursing home eight years 
and says, ‘You become 
addicted to it.” 
“She said she gets back 
more from the residents and 
their families in terms of 
warmth than she gives in 
terms of time and effort. 

‘Phe. support. of. residents’ 
families’ is important, and 
the importance of the home 
to the families is a factor 
often overlooked when 
viewing the benefits of a 
nursing home, said Rain- 
water, a longtime Granite 
Cityan. 

Someone once said the 
nursing home should be 
closed because it benefits 
only 100. people, but the 
benefits to friends and 
families multiply the 
beriefits by a factor of 10, 
according to Rainwater. 

Some county board 
members have expressed 
frustration at dealing with 
the.financial problems at the 
home. 

‘Saying anything about 
that nursing home is like 
being. against’ motherhood 
and apple pie,” said Fred 
Dalton of Collinsville at a 
recent county board 
meeting. He said the board is 
not likely to close the home 
because board members 
don’t have the ‘‘insides” to 
take the heat from such an 
action. 

‘The more likely possibility 
being discussed is that of 
faising rates. to residents, 
who are among those least 
able to afford it; Rainwater 
said the home gives’ top 
priority to the needy, 
although about 40. percent 
can afford to pay their own 
fees, 

An outspoken proponent of 
closing the home has been 
County Board member Jack 
Frandsen of Alhambra. 

Frandsen feels financing 
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the home ‘‘is just a matter of 
priorities,” although he does 
not criticize the operation 
itself. ‘I don’t think the 
referendum will pass 
because there are so few 
people who benefit. The 
taxpayers have all they can 
handle,” he said. 

He added here is probably 
no organized opposition to 
the proposal, but that it will 
not pass because people are 
prone to vote ‘‘no’’? on 
referendums anyway. 

Since the home rates as 
one of the top 50 of more than 
700 throughout the state, it 
recently received an in- 
crease in the amount paid to 
the home by the Medicaid 
program administered by 
the state government. 

The payment went from 
$9862 to $893 per patient each 
month. The total fee is $925, 
but it costs the home over 
$1,000 per month per patient. 

‘The difference is made up 
from the general fund of the 
county budget to the tune of 
$250,000 of a total nursing 
home budget of $1.2 million. 

The $250,000 and similar 
costs, . combined with 
dropping revenues, have 
resulted in a collision course 
with financial disaster, 
according to County Auditor 
Arthur P. “Pete” Fields. 

The tax increase would 
make up for the general fund 
payments. 


Higher pension 
for Downstate 
police widows 


Governor James R. 
Thompson announced: this 
week he has signed 
legislation increasing the 
minimum monthly pension 
for widows under the 
Downstate Policemen’s 
Retirement System 

“Minimum — monthly 
benefits for widows in this 
system haven’t been raised 
for nearly eight years,” 
Thompson told the Illinois 
police association con- 
vention, 

House Bill 2439 hikes the 
monthly pension base for 
widows to $250 from the 
current $200 base. 

Thompson said the 
legislation was a result of 
‘efforts by the Policemen’s 
Benevolent and Protective 
Association. ® 

The bill also exempts 
elected officials in the 
Downstate Teachers 
Retirement System from a 
statute designed to prevent 
20 percent or greater pay 
hikes from one year to the 
next from being: used to 
determine retirement 
benefits. 

Elected officials in the 
system have their. salaries 
determined by the 
legislature at the beginning 
of their term and their pay 
does not change during their 
tenure. The new law will 
allow those officials to take 
full advantage of benefits 
available to them. 

The measure takes effect 
immediately.

Child-in-car -

The Illinois Child 
Passenger Restraint Act has 
been returned to the 
legislature with recom- 
mended changes. 

“Tt has been demonstrated 
that young children are less 
prone to death or injury 
when they are riding in a car 
seat or other restraining 
device while in motor 
vehicles,’ Gov. James R, 
Thompson said. ‘This bill, if 
approved by the legislature, 
will reduce the number of 
deaths and injuries.” 

Although the governor 
approved House Bill 608 with 
changes, he urged the 
General Assembly to study 
the issue further, noting 
there is a wide disparity 
among states that have child 
restraint laws. * 

Under the recommended 
changes, the bill would: 

—Become effective July.1, 
1983. 

—Apply to children undet 
the age of two, during the 
first year of its effectiveness: 

—Apply to children under 
the age of three after July.t, 
1984. 

—Require children under 
the age of five to be 
restrained by seat belts 
when riding in a vehicle 
operated by a parent, a 
parent's spouse or a legal 
guardian after July 1983. -* 

—Provide for a warning 
ticket for the first offense. 

—Allow a fine of $25 after 
the conviction of the secofid 
offense and for each sub- 
sequent conviction.

TVA’s largest crown jewel 


Kentucky Lake: It’s the 
largest jewel in the crown of 
lakes throughout the Ten- 
nessee Valley. It wascreated 
in 1944 by the impoundment 
of the Tennessee River near 
Gilbertsville, Ky. The new 
reservoir’s main purposes 
were to help control flooding 
and to provide hydroelectric 
power to the upper Mid- 
South region. 


Over the years the dam 
and lake have met these 
goals admirably. But their 
benefits are by no means 
limited to flood control and 
power generation. It didn’t 
take long for residents and 
visitors to recognize Ken- 
tucky Lake as an enormous 
provider of outdoor recrea- 
tion. A booming tourism 
business was built up with 
water-oriented activities as 
a backbone. Facilities were

built on lakefront beaches. 
Other shoreline property 


was left in government, 


ownership to ensure orderly 
development in an uncrowd- 
ed natural setting. 

For many years Kentucky 
Lake was the largest man- 
made lake in the world. (It’s 
still in the top ten.) It 
stretches over a hundred 
milesthrough Kentucky and 
Tennessee, covering 
180,000 surface acres and 
claiming 2,300 shoreline 
miles. 

Soon after it was im- 
pounded, the lake rightfully 
gained areputation as one of 
the best fishing lakes in the 
nation. And today this 
reputation still holds. 

Kentucky Lake is what’s 
known by biologists as a 
mainstream reservoir. The 
main body of the lake is long 
and straight where the old 


river valley was located. 
What formerly were feeder 
creeks are now a maze of 
embayments opening onto 
the main lake trunk. The 
main jake, averaging 1% 
miles across, is relatively 


shallow (averaging 10 feet) ° 


except for the old river 
channel (70 feet). 

Being a flood-control res- 
ervoir, Kentucky Lake’s 
water elevation fluctuates 
five feet from summer to 
winter. The normal summer 
pool elevation is 359 feet sea 
level. The lake is normally 
brought up to this level in 
April and left there until 
July. Then starts a slow 
drawdown back ‘to winter 
pool (354 feet), which is 
reached in November. This 
drawdown has almost no 
effect on vacationers. 
There's always plenty deep 
water for those interested in 


boating and swimming. 
However, it does help 
fishermen. by exposing the 
tops of stumps and brush in 
the bays. These are the 
places where bass and 
crappie lurk. 

Navigation and  topo- 
graphic mapsare availabe in 
most local tackle stores and 
marinas. These maps can 
provide information about 
water depths in the lake, 
which is helpful both to the 
pleasure boater and to the 
angler. 

Kentucky Lake: It’s large 
but friendly. It was built for 
power and flood control, but 
most people know it as a 
placeto play. It’s also a place 
to rest, a place to learn, a 
place to revel in the natural 
splendor, It’s a unique 
mistress’ for millions of 
vacationers, and numbers 
don’t lie.

LAND BETWEEN THE LAKEG.......... 
170,000 acres of outdoor fun, learning 


Visitors in Kentucky Lake 
Vacationland have access to 
one of the most beautiful, 
most unique public recrea- 
tion areas in the Eastern 
U.S. Land Between the 
Lakes borders on the east 
side of Kentucky Lake, and 
any season is a good time to 
enjoy its myriad of plea- 
sures. 

Land Between the Lakes 
(LBL) is a  170,000-acre 
recreation - demonstration 
area owned and operated by 
the Tennessee Valley Auth- 
ority. Mandated by Presi- 
dent John F. Kennedy in the 
early 1960s, the area today 
has been developed into a 
showplace for heritage and 
resource protection . and 
management. It’s also a 
showplace for having fun, 
with trails, demonstrations, 
andother attractions open to 
the public at no charge. 

The name ‘‘Land Between 
the Lakes’’ comes by virtue 
of the area’s location. The 
LBL is a long peninsula of 
land which stretches be- 
tween the parallel-running 
Kentucky and Barkley 
Lakes, It averages eight 
miles across and stretches 
more than 40 miles long 
between the two lakes. 

Before the lakes were 
constructed, this area was 
known by local residents as 
the ‘‘Land Between the 
Rivers.’’ Therivers were the 





Tennessee and the Cumber- 
land, parents of Kentucky 
lake and Barkley Lake 
respectively. The Land Be- 
tween the Rivers was rela- 
tively isolated from the 
counties outside the area. 
The rolling woodlands were 
dotted by scattered farm- 
lands and crossroad com- 
munities. 

The area has a strong 
tradition of independence. 
It’s said that law enforce- 
ment officers didn’t enter 
the Land Between the Rivers 
if aresident was wanted for 
questioning. They sent their 
requests in, and the resi- 
dents sent the wanted 
persons out. Land Between 
the Rivers residents took 
care of their own affairs. 

Another colorful chapter 
in this area’s pre-LBL his- 
tory was written around its 
moonshine whiskey-making 
tradition. Golden Pond, Ky., 
was the Land Between the 
Rivers’ leading community, 
and the name became 
synonymous with quality 
white lightning. During the 
Great Depression, times in 
this region were hard. Many 
breadwinners took to the 
hollows where they manu- 
factured illicit. whiskey for 
markets in Chicago and 
other mejor rorthern cities. 
It’s said that on a warm 
spring night the scent of the 
stills’ output hung heavy in 









the dewy woods, and the 
distant flickers of cooking 
fires could be spotted in the 
valleys. Strangers, of 
course, weren’t welcome. 

But today strangers are 
welcome indeed to visit this 
area. When the federal 
government purchased the 
land they restored it to a 
completely natural setting. 
Now there are no permanent 
residents in the LBL, no 
commercial establishments. 
The beauty of the place has 
been preserved for poster- 
ity’s sake, and generations 
to come will benefit. 

Today Land Between the 
Lakes is many things. It’s a 
wildlife management area 
where deer, turkeys, water- 
fowl, and a vast array of 
game and non-game birds 
and animals live under the 
careful professional wildlife 
management staff. Hunting 
is allowed for certain spe- 
cies, and the influx of 
hunters each fall is a 
management tool. for the 
wildlife populations and an 
economic shot in the arm for 
businesses outside LBL’s 
borders. 

The Land Between the 
Lakes is an area which 
demonstrates wise use of its 
resources. Various demon- 
strations in wildlife, timber, 
energy, soil and other 
resource management use 
are available to the public at

no charge. 

But probably most all 
Land Between the Lakes is a 
center for outdoor recrea- 
tion. It’s a place where 
visitors:can get outside and 
enjoy nature’s pleasures. 
LBL offers hiking trails, an 
environmental _ education 
center, secluded beaches, 
biking trails, Wrangler’s 
Camp for those bringing 
horses, an off-road vehicle 
area,a solarium, ° ife 
observation, .an archery 
range and other facilities. 
The Homeplace-1850 is one 
of the most extensive, most 


accurate living history re- 
constructionsinthe country. 
Itshows how farm families in 
the Land Between the Rivers 
lived in the era just before 
the Civil War. LBL interpre- 
tors dressed in authentic 
costumes carry out the daily 
choresjust as their ancestors 


’ did. They'll be happy to 


answer your questions. 
Then, there’s the buffalo 
herd, typical of the wood- 
land variety of bison which 
roamed these hills. This 
region was the select hunt- 
ing grounds for surrounding 
Indian nations, There are 


slide shows, displays, land- 
marks ...alltoentertainand 
educate, and all to the public 
free. It’s a reintroduction to 
nature and to the important 
values of life. To the past, to 
the future. It’s all at Land 
Between the Lakes. 


The Land. Between the 
Lakes is no further than 30 
minutes’ drive from any spot 
in Kentucky Lake Vacation- 
land. Most visitors in the 
area allot at least one day (or 
more iftime permits) to tour 
this TVA area and discover 
its joys. 


Hikers have trails galore 


One of the more popular 
activities among visitors in 
Kentucky Lake Vacation- 
land is hiking. KLV is within 
a half hour’s drive-from the 
Land Between the Lakes. 
This TVA recreation area 
has more than 200 miles of 
developed trails, andthere’s 
a path to suit the needs or 
desires of practically anyone 
interested in the outdoors. 

From national recreation 
trails to horse, bicycle, or 
canoe trails, the system 
offers unlimited access to 
the 170,000-acre national 


recreation area. 

Visitors will find panora- 
mic views of Kentucky Lake, 
can trace the history of the 
Civil War, learn about 19th 
century iron production, and 
enjoy a glimpse of the 
region’s abundant plants 
and wildlife. 


The 60-mile North-South 
Trail, extending the length 
of LBL, begins at the 
free-flowing canal connect- 
ing the twin lakes in the 
north and ends at LBL’s 
southern end in Tennessee. 


Sections of the trail follow 
old logging roads and fire 
access lanes, meander 
through narrow valleys, 
skirt seasonal streams and 
old homesteads, and wind 
along the bays and coves of 
Kentucky Lake. 


From short jaunts to 
overnight backpacking 
trips, those- who hike the 
North-South Trail can deter- 
minetheirlocationthrougha 
system of number-coded 
signs placed along the 
path. 


Homeplace - 1850 farm 


brings back the past 


The Homeplace-1850 is a 
living history farm recreated 
by the Tennessee Valley 
Authority in Land Between 
the Lakes (LBL). Here in the 
western region of Tennessee 
and Kentucky, are pre- 
served the lifestyles and 
farming practices of those 
Americans who settled be- 
tween the Cumberland: and 
Tennessee Riversduringthe 
first half of the 19th century. 
The Homeplace-1850 is de- 
signed to reflect the indivi- 
dual and unique.character of 
the region and to involve the 
20th-century visitor in an 
experience with the past. 

The Homeplace-1850 ‘is 
located near the buffalo 
range in the southern por- 
tion of LBL. Visitors may 
enter free of charge and 
wander through the farm 
watching oxen till the soil, or 
they may examine the 


architectural details of the 
16 buildings restored from 
original structures selected 
from the surrounding area 
and moved intatct or in part 
to Prior Valley. 

To recreate the atmos- 
phere of a living history 
farm, the interpretive staff 
assumes the roles of a farm 
family of 1850 in clothing 
and work. They perform the 
household and farming act- 
ivities required by the 
season and time of day. 
Their sources of energy, 
tools, and methods are the 
same as those in 1850. 

In the fall and early 
winter, the family may be 
making soap, harvesting 
crops, dipping candles, or 
processing meat in prepara- 
tion for the cold season 
ahead. Visitors may even 
want to learn how to spin 
woolor husk corn. Whatever 


time of year the. visit 
happens to come,the daily 
activities of that season are 
inviting, in a timeless way, 
to new adventures. 

The buildings of The 
Homeplace-1850 are living 
and working environments 
that reflect the character of 
the people who made them. 
Today these building are 
again filled withthe sound of 
life. Noises from the out-of- 
doors filter inside. Bleats 
and lows from the barnyard, 
the distant tread of horses in 
the field, and the methodical 
whir of the spinning wheel 
mingle with the muffled 
clatter ofiron utensils over a 
crackling fire. 

At the dining table the 
tastes of the pioneer life are 
as seasonal as the smells.

Water sports are popular 
ftom May through Septem- 
ber. During this period 
daytime temperatures are 
warm, and water tempera- 
tures will rise to the mid-80s 
in the summer. Swimming 
or skiing are refreshing ways 
to enjoy the lake, and water 
recreationists will find bays 
where they can ski alone. 

Sailing in all forms is 
enjoying increasing popu- 
larity in Kentucky Lake 
Vacationland. From wind 
surfers to catamarans to 
large touring sailboats, the 
open waters of Kentucky 
Lake afford plenty of room to 
maneuver and a_ steady 
breeze for. sailing enjoy- 
ment. Sailboats of varying 
size may berented at several 
commercialestablishments. 

One fact pointing up the 
area’s attraction to sailors is 
the location in this area of 
Kentucky’s two major sail- 
ing competition events. In 
late spring is the Governor’s 
Cup Regatta, and in Septem- 
ber are the Watkins Cup 


races. Sailing enthusiasts 
froma widerange moor their 
boats at Kentucky Lake 
marinas and bring them out 
for the races.

Golf is one of the more 
popular outdoor activities. 
Kentucky Dam Village State 
Park maintains a quality 
18-hole course, and it’s open 
to the public at a modest 
greens fee. There’s no need 
tobotherwith ateetime. The 
golf course is generally 
available whenever the urge 
strikes. And visitors will find 
the tree-lined course both a 
beauty and a challenge. 
Fairways and greéns are 
well-manicured. A full ser- 
vice pro shop offers equip- 
ment, refreshments, carts, 
etc.

This 
facility is one of the best 
tennis centers in the South- 
east. It’s open to the public 
on a reservatioxs basis, but 
courts are easy to obtain 
usually. 

Horses arealways a favor- 
ite means of transportation, 
especially along the trails 
that wind around Kentucky 
Lake. Rental horses are 
available at both state parks 
in the Kentucky Lake Vaca- 
tionland, 

Touring local attractions 
is another favorite with area 
visitors. Kentucky Dam’s 
tour into the heart of the 
massive concrete structure 
isawinner. Thetourexposes 
visitors ~to the -massive 
turbine generators which 
supply electricity to the 
Mid-South region. 

Another attraction is the 
giant lock adjacent to Ken- 
tucky Dam which allows 
commercial and pleasure 
craft to navigate from the 
Tennessee River into Ken- 
tucky Lake (or vice versa).

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The cove is quiet and 
cloaked in mist, the drops of 
which act as a million tiny 
prisms to reflect the morn- 
ing’s first sunlight, Around 
the shore and in the 
shallows, the tops of sub- 
merged stumps and brush- 
piles break the water’s 
surface. 

The fisherman is also 
quiet as he enters the cove. 
For a moment the beauty 
and solitude of the place 
distracts him. from his 
purpose. Butthenhe quickly 
focuses his attention back to 
what drew him here in the 
first place: slab crappie, 
hiding under the water’s 
surface, drawn to the shal- 
lows to lay their eggs. The 
fisherman knows that a 
well-placed minnow will 
provoke a bite, and he’ll be 
on his way toward a heavy 
catch. 

Simply put, Kentucky 
Lake is one of the best 
fishing lakes in the nation. 
Each spring, thousands of 
anglers come here to take 
advantage. of the ‘‘crappie 
run’’ when these favorite 
panfish move into the shal- 
lows. The area is known as 
“Crappie Capitol of the 
World’’ both for the number 
and large fish the lake 
produces. When the ‘‘run’’ 
is in full swing, it’s not 
uncommon to catch up to 
orover 100 crappie per party 
per day. The average size of 
these fish will run better 
than a pound, with many 
“slabs’’ topping the two- 
pound mark. 

But while the crappie 
attract the most attention, 
bass anglers also recognize 
Kentucky Lake as one of the 
best spots for reservoir-type 
fishing. In recent years the 
lakehas played host to all 
major bass tournament or- 
ganizations, and ithasone of 
the best records for produc- 
ing good catches. Pro bass

angler Roland Martin re- 
cently rated the Kentucky/ 
Barkley Lake complex 
among his top ten favorite 
fishing lakes 


Ditto on white bass, 
sauger, bluegill and catfish. 
Each species has its devo- 
tees, and each offers plenty 
action. The Kentucky Dam 
tailwater area is one of the 
most famous catfishing 
holes inthe nation. It’s been 
described in numerous art- 
icles in national outdoor 
magazines. 

Kentucky Lakeis oldas far 
as lakes are concerned, but 
it’s maintained its vitality 
and good fishing. Biologists 
attribute this to two primary 
causes. First, the lake 
supports a huge supply of 
threadfin shad, the prime 
food supply for big popula- 
tions of the gamefish. Se- 
cond, the old Tennessee 
River channel maintains a 
steady current, washing 
oxygen and. nutrients into 
the system. It’s a rich 
environment in terms of 
aquatic life, and this pays 
dividends to the man with 
hook and line. 

How, then, does one take 
advantage of the situation? 
Whatare the tips - patterns - 
techniques which will pay off 
for the visiting fisherman? 

Let’s start with the spring 
“crappie run.” Crappie 
come into shoreline cover 
whenever the water temper- 
ature hits the low 60s. This 
usually occurs in mid-to-late 
April, though exact timing 
depends on weather condi- 
tions from year to year. The 
fish will come in waves, and 
the best action normally 
extends through a two-to- 
three week period. 

To help update out-of- 
area anglers on the timing of 
the “‘crappie run,’’ the 
Marshall County Chamber 
of Commerce operates a 
“Fisherman's Hot Line’ 





telephone service. A caller 
can get the latest fishing 
conditions by calling 1-502- 
527-7665, 

When the crappie are in 
the shallows, one of the best 
methods of fishing isto skull 
around the bays, using a 
cane pole to dunk minnows 
around submerged brush, 
treetops, logs, etc. 

At the same time bass 
fishermen should concen- 
trate on fishing the bushes in 
the backs of the bays with 
spinners, top water baits or 
plastic worms. ‘‘Flipping’’ 
is a favorite Kentucky Lake 


ique. 

As the weather warms 
into June, the crappie leave 
the shallows andhead back 
forthe submerged creek and 
river channels in the main 
lake area. The bass are also 
through spawning by this 
time, and early to late June 
will find them cruising the 
banks looking for a meal. 
This is one of the best times 
for a heavy bass catch. 
Again, spinners, plastic 
worms and buzz baits are 
favorites, andthey should be 
cast around any cover the 
angler can spot. 

Juneis also the time when 
the ‘‘stripes’’ (white bass) 
start jumping in the mid- 
lake area along the old 
channels, Boats anchored 
near these favorite jumping 
areas can keep their fisher- 
men in easy casting dis- 
tances of these feeding 
frenzies. Anything resemb!- 
ing a shad minnow will 
produce a bite. Catfishing 
picks up in early summer, 
and the bluegill go crazy 
when the willow flies hatch 
around the banks. June 
through August are wonder- 
ful times for family fishing 
fun. 


When the waters start 
cooling from summer’s 
heat, the fish return to the

Also helpful is the advice 
of marina and tackle store 
operators.
